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FATHER DIES IN VAIN 
FFFORT T0 SIVE SON 
WHILE WIVES WATCH 


John -R. Johnson Fails in 
Struggle With Youth, 
Drowning in Bay. 


LEAPS FROM LAUNCH 
AS SWIMMER SINKS 


Pleasure-Boat Searchers at 
Owings Beach Unable to 
Find Bodies of Two. 


While making a futile effort to save 
his son, Who was stricken with cramps 
while bathing in the Chesapeake Bay 
off Owings Beach yesterday afternoon, 
John Roland Johnson, 41 years old, 
building contractor of this city, was 
drowned. The wives of the father and 
son looked on from a motor boat as 
the two men met their tragic death. 

The son, Frederick Earl Johnson, 22 
years old, an automobile driver, had 
gone in bathing from a motor boat 
about 1,000 feet offshore in the Her- 
ring Bay -section of Chesapeake Bay, 
where Rock Hole Creek enters into the 
bay. His bride o:. a few months was 
in the boat with his father and his 
father’s second wife. 

Soon after the youth had dived into 
the water, he arose to the surface and 
feebly called for help before sinking 
again. His father immediately went to 
his rescue. Details of what happened 
after that could not be obtained from 
the stricken wives last night, but it 
is believed that the boy became frantic 
with the prospect of drowning and 
that his father, regarded as an expert 
swimmer, was unable to overcome his 
struggles. 


Women’s Screams Bring Boats. 


The screams of the two women, when 
the men failed to come to the surface, 
soon brought .o the scene a score or 
more of pleasure boats, largely owned 
by Washingtonians who have cottages 
at Owings Beach. Two or three hun- 
dred swimmers from the boats and 
from the shore dived for hours in an 
effort to locate the bodies, but were 
unsuccessful. ' 

Boats soon put.out from the. shore 
equipped with grappling irons, but 
these efforts to locate the bodies were 
likewise futile. 

The Johnson family, which has for 
several years owned a cottage at the 
resort, had been occupying it for about 
a week. Yesterday they had devoted 
largely to a fishing trip on the Day, 
and are understood to have been on 
their way back to the shore from the 
expedition when the son decided to go 
in swimming. 

Owings Beach is composed of cot- 
tages owned for the most part by busi- 
ness and professional men of Wash- 
ington. There are about 400 cottages 
at the resort. 


Headed Contracting Firm. 


The elder Mr. Johnson had lived in 
Washington all his life. He had for- 
merly been a member of the contract- 
ing firm of Johnson & Clark, but re- 
cently dissolved the partnership and 
went into business for himself. 

In addition to the son who drowned, 
despite his heroic efforts, Mr. Johnson 
had a daughter by his first wife. She 
is Mrs. Lela Marie Lauder, who lives 
with her mother, Mrs. Mary Ellen Tur- 
ner, at 2008 F street northwest. Mr. 
Johnson and his first wife were di- 
vorced in 1912, the daughter going to 
live with. her mother, and the son re- 
maining with the father. 

The Johnsons [lived at 7542 Four- 
teenth street northwest. 


Youth From Capital 
Drowns in Severn 


Abie Gillman, 18 years old, said to be 
from Washington, drowned in the 
Severn River off Herald Harbor yester- 
day afternoon. The youth had been in 
swimming and is understood to have 
been taken with cramps.

New York, July 17 (A.P.).—The New 
York American says Miss Ethel M. Sears, 
trained nurse, to whom the late Col. 
Sherwood Aldrich, head of the Ray 
Consolidated Copper Mining Co., left 
the bulk of his fortune, estimated at 
$1,000,000, has renounced the bequest 
in favor of Col. Aldrich’s mother. 

Miss Sears was named as principal 
beneficiary in Col. Aldrich’s wills, filed 
yesterday in Surrogate’s Court. She 
will not accept the legacy, the American 
says, but will turn it over in full to the 
late colonel’s mother, now living at 
Riverhead, N. Y. On Mrs. Aldrich’s 
death, however, Miss Sears will claim 
the fortune, the newspaper says. 

Miss Sears, who was in constant at- 
tendance on Col. Aldrich during his 
last illness, is quoted as saying that she 
would have married him if he had got 
a divorce. 

“I knew that he intended leaving me 
his fortune,” Miss Sears is quoted, “and 
I protested against it, asking him to 
leave it to-his ntother. ¢-—" 

“Instead, he left her an annuity of 
$25,000, secured by a trust fund, and 
the balance to me, along with the prin- 
cipal of the trust upon her death. She 
is an old woman, and she is ill, and I 
am sure she can use the money better 
than I.” 


RISING WATER DROWNS 
GIRL, PINNED BY CAR 


Companion, Also Held Fast 
by Overturned Auto, Is 
Unable to Give Aid. 


Statesville, N. C., July 17 (A.P.).— 
Imprisoned under an overturned auto- 
mobile that landed in a small stream, 
Miss M. Behre, 22 was drowned late 
last night, when a sudden rain caused 
the stream to rise, while at arm’s length 
away Walter Holland lay helplessly un- 
able to help her. Holland was found 
by passersby early today, and he and 
Miss Behre’s body were removed from 
the wreckage. 

Miss Behre was driving. About 9 
o'clock they reached an abrupt curve 
in the road at a bridge over a small, 
Shallow creek. The car went off a 6- 
foot embankment and turned over. 
Miss Behre was thrown face downward, 
while Holland was thrown slightly to 
one side and face upward. 

For two hours the. young couple lay 
pinned under the car, neither badly 
injured, but unable to move. They 
discussed their plight. Then a sud- 
den shower came up. The stream be- 
gan to rise. Soon it began creeping 
over Miss Behre’s head. Then it com- 
pletely engulfed her. Holland, who 
could keep his head above the water,

VETERANS IGNORE 
NEED FOR RENEWING 
BONUS LOAN NOTES 


400,000 Advances Made 
on Insurance by Banks 
Now Due. 


INSTITUTIONS ASKING 
GOVERNMENT TO PAY 


Thousands of Obligations Are 
Turned Over to Federal 
Bureau for Collection. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, dr. 

More than 400,000 soldier bonus loans 
made by the Nation’s banks on Govern- 
ment insurance certificates to former 
service men six months ago are now 
due. Not one borrower in ten, prelimil- 
nary returns indicate, has gone to the 
bank to renew his note., Asa result 
the banks are turning over soldier 
bonus notes by the thousands daily to 
the Veterans’ Bureau here for payment. 

As fast as the machinery can func- 
tion, the Government is reimbursing 
the banks the amounts loaned. This 
averages about $90 for each service 
man. The Government is also paying 
the banks interest on the loans, gener- 
ally at 6 per cent, and charging up the 
principal and interest to each veteran 
concerned. 

Most of the 468,000 soldier bonus 
loans made by banks were extended 
during January and early February. 
Under the law the lending bank must 
wait at least six months before looking 
to the Government for repayment. The 
six-months period for the majority of 
loans ends with July and claims for 
reimbursement are pouring in at from 
5,000 to 10,000 daily from the banks 
to the Vererans’ Bureau. 

Special Bureau Force. 

To cope with the deluge of claims a 
special force of more than 120 clerks 
has been assembled in the bureau. Also, 
as a help to the bureau and to the 
borrowers, the Federal Reserve Board 
has made a special ruling to the effect 
that renewals of existing loans will be 
treated as new loans. In other words, 
the veteran is not required—the bank 
being. willing—to curtail his loan now 
andthe’ banks aré not called to” ac- 
count for failing té get curtallments. 

Notwithstanding this ruling. the 
great majority of veterans who bor- 
rowed money appear to have lost all 
further interest in the bonus for the 
time being. One Washington bank 
which made 300 loans of this kind last 
January states that only one borrower 
has come in to renew his note. The 
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Soldiers Will Walk 
On Rubber Heels Now 


The Army will have its walking made 
easier by rubber heels, as the new gar- 
rison shoe, authorized recently, is to 
be fitted with them. 

This will be the first issue of rubber 
heels in the Army’s history, although 
many soldiers have bought them and 
worn them on their garrison shoes. The 
new garrison shoes with rubber heels 
will cost slightly less than if equipped 
with leather heels, War Department 
Officials said. 


Diver Kills Big Shark 
In Undersea Fight 


Avalon, Santa Catalina Island, Calif., 
July 17 (A.P.).—A 12-foot shark, feast- 
ing on the carcass of a 40-ton whale, 
was killed here today by Harry Bos- 
singer, diver, in a hand-to-hand en- 
counter. Occupants of glass-bottom 
boats witnessing the undersea conflict 
declared that the diver drove a knife 
into the shark’s stomach.

Capital’s

Heat, which continued unbated 
throughout yesterday, claimed one 
death here, while through the Eastern 
section of the country the protracted 
wave brought its toll of dead to more 
than 80, according to Associated Press 
reports 

Heat which continued unabated 
throughout the greater part of yester- 
day claimed one life and sent’ thou- 
sands, released from their labors, to 
parks and nearby resorts in quest of 
relief. 

Yesterday’s casualty brought to five 
the total number of deaths here attrib- 
uted directly to torrid weather of the 
last week, while another prostration in- 
creased to 22 the number overcome by 
the heat. 

The temperature of eee Wash- 


ington mounted to 92 degrees yester- 


day, just 4 degrees below Thursday’s 
high mark, according to the Pennsyl- 
vania avenue kiosk. Relief came with 
evening, however, when rain and north- 
west breezes cooled somewhat the sun- 
baked streets. 

When the heat was at its peak, 5- 
month-old William Rollin Barnes, col- 
ored, was overcome at his home, 409 L 
street northwest. He was taken to 
Emergency Hospital, unconscious, by 
his mother, Mrs. Adele Barnes, and a 
few minutes later hospital physicians 
pronounced him dead from natura! 
causes, superinduced by the heat.

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Japan and Britain Agree 
On ,Provisional Tonnage 


Fix Figure of 500,000 for England and U. S., to Include 
Cruisers and Destroyers; 
Held in Reserve by Tokyo. 


Question of 8-Inch Guns 


Geneva, July 17 (A.P.).—By reason of 
Japanese mediation a ray of light which 
may show the way to an eventual ac- 
cord penetrated the tripartite naval 
conference tonight. 

Japan and Great Britain reached, as 
between themselves, a provisional 
agreement on a total tonnage of cruis- 
ers and destroyers of about 500,000 for 
the United States and Britain, which 
will serve as a basis for discussion. 

Viscount Ishii officially communl- 
cated to Ambassador Hugh 8S. Gibson, 
head of the American delegation, late 
tonight all the details of the Japanese 
conversations with the British, which 
were carried on with the knowledge of 
the Americans and in keeping with Mr. 
Gibson’s suggestion that if the Japa- 
nese and British could bring together 
their widely divergent positions there 
would be a better chance for all three 
powers reaching an understanding, 
since the Americans occupy a place be- 
tween the two Japanese and British 
extremes. 

This round figure of 500,000 tons, 
which, roughly, gives the United States 
and Great Britain about 300,000 tons 
in cruisers, is made conditional on va- 
rlous things, one of which, it is under- 
stood, Japan herself has not yet ac- 
cepted. 

The principal condition is reported 
to be that all three powers would be 


which would not be counted in the to- 
tal tonnage, and which on the basis 
of the maintenance of 25 per cent 
would swell the total tonnage of cruis- 
ers and destroyers for the United States 
and Great Britain to 625,000. 

Other considerations entering into 
the fixation of a tentative total as a 
basis for discussion are understood to 
be restriction in mounting 8-inch guns 
on cruisers under 10,000 tons, fixation 
of the number of 10,000-ton cruisers 
to about twelve for the United States 
and Great Britain and the establish- 
ment of what would practically be par- 
ity between all three powers in subma- 
rines. 

Japan, it is said, will insist on the 
principle of liberty in mounting 8-inch 
guns, but would be ready to make con- 
cessions, in fact, by agreeing to the 
fixation of the proportion of cruiser 
tonnage on which such guns could be 
installed. 

The Japanese decline to comment on 
the developments, saying that the word 
is now with the Americans and that 
nothing can be done without them. 

Mr. Gibson emerged from his inter- 
view with Viscount Ishii smiling. The 
general impression is one of confidence 
that the back of the crisis is .broken 
enough, at least to justify the delegates 
in vigorously continuing the negotia- 
tions.

Denied Outing by Mother, 
Child Tries to End 
Her Life. 


“SHOWED HER,” SHE SAYS 


Angered at her mother’s refusal to 
take her to a nearby amusement beach, 
13-year-old Helen Shane attempted to 
end: her life yesterday afternoon ‘by 
swallowing potson at her home, 618 
G street northwest. She was treated 
at Casualty Hospital and physicians 
declared she would be allowed to re- 
tuff ‘home today. 

The girl had been. promised by her 
mother, Mrs. Helen Beacraft Shane, a 
trip to the beach today. Her sisters, 
Pauline, 6 years old, and Thelma, 18 
years old, were to accompany them. 

However an older half-sister, Miss 
Mildred Becraft, advised her mother 
against making the trip, declaring that 
the place they intended to visit had a 
bad reputation. Helen, however, in- 
sisted on making the trip and after 
persistent refusals by her mother, she 
declared she would kill herself. 


Her mother warned her against such 
talk and declared in rebuke “dare do 


such a thing.” Helen took the words 
literally and went into the next room, 
procured a small bottle of poison and 
drained its contents. Her half-sister 
espied her and screamed. A neighbor 
telephoned to the police. Her mother 
poured a quart of milk down the child’s 
throat before Patrolman Robert Barrett, 
of the Sixth Precinct, arrived and 
rushed her to the hospital in an auto- 
mobile. 

En route to the hospital she declared 
to Barrett, “I showed her I wasn’t a 
coward, didn’t I? She dared me to 
drink it.” After speedy medical treat- 
ment by Dr. Marcello Gandolofo, her 
condition was pronounced not serious. 


“I don’t care whether I live or die,” 
she declared when interviewed at the 
hospital, but her manner belied the 
bold words. The child was badly 
frightened.

Although Mr. Sanders has been at 
his desk at the executive offices here 
almost daily, he has been suffering from 
a slight indisposition and may find it 
advisable to leave Rapid City for a rest 
somewhere away from the steady pres- 
sure of business which he has en- 
countered since coming here. 

During the past few weeks, news- 
papers have published intimations that 
the secretary desires to leave his post 
to return to the practice of law in 
Indianapolis, and while these stories 


have not been confirmed, Mr. Sanders 
has not, on the other hand, desired to 


deny that there was some basis for 
their publication. 

Mr. Sanders accepted his post after 
President Coolidge’s election in 1924 
He had been prominent in Indiana 
politics, having served as a representa- 
tive from that State. At the time of his 
appointment he was completing a term 
and had declined to run for reelection 
During the Republican convention in 
1924 he was at a time considered a 
probable choice of the party for Vice 
President. 

The secretary’s retirement would 
take from public life a man well known 
and regarded in the Republican party. 
He was exceptionally popular with his 
colleagues during his service in the 
House of Representatives and many of 
them professed to see a future of lead- 
ership for him there had he elected

Seipel Even Stronger. 


Vienna, July 17 (A.P.).—Contrary to 
all expectations, Sunday found the 
Seipel government stronger than ever, 
without the least intention of resign- 
ing, but concentrating all its efforts on 
restoring order as quickly as possible, 
and, if necessary, with the severest 
measurés. 

The Social Democrats last night de- 
manded that Chancellor Seipel convene 
parliament. The chancellor instantly 
replied: “Certainly, parliament can be 
convened whenever you wish.” Where- 
upon the Social Democrats declared 
they ‘vere in no hurry. 

The chancellor is of the opinion that 
the reconstruction of the cabinet, which 
he also deems necessary, must not be 
dictated by mob rule, but reached 
after serene and unprejudiced negotia- 
tions. Burgomaster Seitz and the So- 
cialist leader Bauer pointed out tothe 
Chancellor the extreme ~désirability of 
settling pending issues before Wednes- 
day, at which time the burial of the 
riot victims might evoke a new. out- 
burst of mob passion.

San Diego, Calif., July 17 (A.P.).—

The clash was believed to have been 
caused by jealousy between the reserva- 
tion police and Federal Indian police, 
who were present to keep order during 
the fiesta. 

The dead are Marco Hilliniup, cap- 
tain of the reservation police, and 
Frank Cuero. 

The wounded white officer is George 
J. Robertson, Indian agent, of Pala. 


43 Bicyclists End 
Race of 4,000 Miles 


Paris, July 17 (A.P.).—Nicolas Frantz, 
of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, 
today won the annual longest bicycle 
road race of the world, covering 4,000 
miles, which started June 19. The race 
is called “Tour de France,” and skirts 
the entire frontier and coast primaieraean 
of the country. 

One hundred and forty-three riders 
started, of whom 39 finished. The win- 
ner’s actual riding time was 198 hours 
16 minutes’and 42 seconds.

WANTS DUEL IN HUNGARY 


Los Angeles, Calif., July 17 (A.P.).— | 
The Examiner says that two words ex- | 


changed by telegraph have precipitated 
a challenge for a duel between Arch- 
duke Leopold, of Austria, and Minister 
Laszlo Szechenyi, of Hungary. 

Archduke Leopold, grandnephew of 
Franz Joseph I, and grandnephew of 
Maximilian, of Mexico, arrived in the 
United States two months ago with his 
secretary, Alfred Neuhardt. They jour- 
neyed to Washington, D. C., to Miami, 
to New Orleans and thence to Los 
Angeles by automobile. 

“But his highness lost most of his 
money—How, I am not permitted to 
say,” the secretary said. “Arriving in 
Los Angeles he found himself financial- 
ly embarrassed. I informed him any 
loans to be made should be handled 
through the Hungarian Minister, Count 
Szechenyi, at Washington. In this way 
we wo not be taken for imposters.” 

His secretary said the archduke con- 
veyed the information to the Minister 
that he wished to arrange a loan from 
friends in New York to facilitate his 
return to Austria. 

Then, said the secretary, came the 
telegram interpreted by the archduke as 
an affront. : 

The telegram from the minister read: 
“I received today your takloss tele- 
gram. You must say to your friends 
in New York that they must not send 
money to you through the Hungarian 
Legation.”

SACCO REFUSES FOOD; 
JAILERS BLAME HEAT 


Friends, However, Say That 
He and Vanzetti Are 
Hunger-Striking. 


Boston, July 17 (A.P.).—Conflicting 
versions of the reported hunger strike 
of Bartolomeo Vanzetti, awaiting exe- 
cution for murder‘at the Charlestown 
State prison, were told today by friends 
of the condemned man and by prison 
Officials The latter, in admitting that 
Vanzetti was taking little food, said 
his abstinence was due to the pro- 
longed heat wave. 

Today Nicola Sacco, convicted with 
Vanzetti and sentenced with him for 
the murder of a paymaster and guard 
in 1920, also abstained from food. 
Guards at Charlestown said the pris- 
oners’ appetites had been impaired by 
the heat. 

Members of the Sacco-Vanzetti de- 
fense committee reiterated their state- 
ment, made last night, that Vanzetti 
had begun a hunger strike in protest 
against the secrecy with which Gov. 
Fuller is cOnducting his review of the 
evidence taken at the original trial of 


the two men.

The metropolis, eager to make the 
most of its opportunity to be the first 
to greet the returning fliers, had plans 
completed tonight for an impressive 
and enthusiastic reception for Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd and his crew 
of the America and Clarence D. Cham- 
berlin, pilot of the Columbia, who are 
to arrive. from France on the _ liner 
Leviathan tomorrow morning. 

Although the day has not been des- 
ignated a holiday Mayor Walker has 
urged. that “the holiday spirit” prevail 
and that there be a “glorious display” 
of flags, “so that with no uncertain 


voice we may acclaim the men, who, by 
their self-sacrificing heroism, have add- 
ed so much to the glory which its our 


country’s.” 
The arrival of the city’s welcoming 


tug Macom alongside the Leviathan, et 
Quarantine, will be the signal for the 
start of the homecoming celebration, 
which is to continue through the four 
days the filers are the city’s guests. 
With the flyers aboa the tug will 
lead a harbor parade at 11:40 o'clock 
to Battery Park, where a parade of 
police, Army and Navy forces, Nationa:

Managua, Nicaragua, July 17 (A.P.).— 
United States marines and Nicaraguan 
constabulary severely repulsed Gem, 
Sandino, recalcitrant Liberal, who at- 
tacked Ocotal Saturday afternoon and 
again today. 

The rebel losses were more than 50 
killed and many wounded. One marine 
was killed and one wounded. 

The rebels were bombed by planes 
sent from Managua, and apparently 
they did considerable execution. 

The marines, numbering 39, were un- 
der command of Maj. G. D. Hatfield, 
while the constabulary was under 
Lieut. Grover Darnell. 


Bombing Planes Sent. 

Ocotal, a small town about 110 miles 
north of Managua, was first attacked 
yesterday by Gen. Sandino, former lib- 
eral, who continues to oppose the peace 
settlement in Nicaragua. 

Two scout planes returned here from 
Ocotal and reported to Gen. Feland, 
commander of the American forces, 
that the marines and constabulary 
were defending the town against San- 
dino and 200 men. 

Five bombing planes were dispatched 
immediately to Ocotal but they en- 
countered stormy weather. They reached 
Ocotal after a difficult flight. and 
dropped bombs on the outskirts of 
the town. 

All five bombing planes then started 
on the return journey last night. Two 
of them were forced to land near Leon, 
another flew to Honduras to scape 
the storm, while the remaining two 
reached Managua. 

Bombing planes were again dise 
patched to Ocotal this morning. 


Refused to Surrender. 


(Gen, Sandino, who has been occupy- 
ing American mines at San Fernando, 
recently refused to surrender, when 
called upon to do so by,Maj. Hatfield. 
He declared in effect that he would 
resist any attack made against his 
forces. Previous reports said that de- 
tachments of Marines and Nicaraguan 
soldiers were proceeding toward San- 
dino’s headquarters.) 


A. F. L. Leader Concerned. 
(Associated Press.) 

Concern over the “exceedingly dis- 
turbing condition” in Nicaragua and 
hope that the United States would not 
permit the use of armed forces in that 
country is expressed in a letter to Sec- 
retary Kellogg by William Green, presl- 
dent of the American and Pan-Amerte- 
can Federation of Labor. 

Enclosing a telegram from two Nica- 
raguan delegates to the fifth Ban-Amer- 
ican Labor Congress, which meets here 
today, declaring American marines were 
threatening an attack on “Nicaraguan 
forces,” Mr. Green asked if this infore 
mation was correct, and added: 

“Recently we had hoped that peace 
had been reestablished and satisfac- 
tory arrangements for the holding of 
an election had been made. Now it 
appears, from the information cone 
tained in the telegram which I have 
quoted, that bloodshed is imminent 
ond destruction of life is seriousiy 
threatened. We shrink from the con- 
sideration of such a situation. We can 
not contemplate it with complacency, 
I urge you to prevent the use of the 
United States armed forces in the Cene 
tral American republic of Nicaragua.” 

While no names or places were mene 
tioned in the telegram, Mr. Green for- 
warded to the Secretary, it was ase 
sumed it referred to the situation at 
San Fernando, where Gen. Sandino, 
former Liberal, has declined to withe 
draw from American-owned mines, 


Convicts Fight Knife

Jefferson City, Mo., July 17 (A.P.).— 
Using knives they had stolen from 
prison dining tables, two convicts in 
the Missouri Penitentiary today settled 
their differences with a duel to death. 
Robert Harrison, the loser, died in the 
fight, and Carl F. Pittman was taken 
to the hospital seriously wounded. 

" Officers and inmates of the prison 
said they did not know the cause of 
the fight. The men had been con- 


fined in “isolation quarters” since last 
October, along with other refractory 
convicts.

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System Teaches Safety-First

' Are Young, Officials Say, 


WILL OPERATE AT 100 
BUILDINGS THIS YEAR 


Principal’s Request Necessary 
Before Automobile Associa- 
tion Establishes Unit. 


The “schoolboy patfol,” a system by 


which older boys in elementary schools 
rotect smaller childrem from traffic 
mn the vicinity of the schools, started 
by the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, ugdoubtedly has been effective 
in saving the lives of many children, 
according to Traffic Bureau officials. 
The “schoolboy patrol” has the dou- 


ble virtue of being an excellent idea 
put into excellent and soundly con- 
ceived practice. The actual benefits 
of the system are many. However, the 
good psychologic influences of the sys- 
tem among children perhaps are even 
of greater value. 

The system is effective in educating 
children while small in safety first 
principles. By being shown contin- 
ually what should have been done in 
Particular cases in the interest of 
safety, the idea of safety first and all 
that it implies gradually is inculcated 
on their minds. Then it is natural 
that, from a multitude of instances, 
they should develop a knowledge of 
what to do 

According to T. F. Behler, of the 
American Automobile Association, who 
is handling the schoolboy patrol here, 
the system will be in operation in more 
than 100 elementary schools here this 
coming school year. 


Operates In 71 Schools. 

Last school year the system was in 
operation in 71 local schools. 
schools 525 schoolboy patrolmen pro- 
tected some 35,000 children from traf- 
fic at the danger points in the vicinity 
of each school. This coming school 
year approximately two-thir¥s of the 
elementary schools of the city will have 
the system. 

The association does not establish 
the schoolboy patrol in a school with- 
out first havimg been requested by the 
principal. The reason is that, unless 
the principal is interested enough to 
request it, or does not feel that it is 
demanded, the conclusion is that it 
would not flourish in the school. 

The principal selects the number of 
boys thought mecessary and notifies the 
association, which in turn supplies 
each patrolman with a white Sam 
Brown belt. The purpose of this is to 
set the boy apart in the school as one 
having the responsibility and authority 
of protecting the smaller children. The 
white color is chosen im order to give 
the boy visibility to children and the 
motorist. 

The schoolboy patrol, sponsored by 
the American Automobile Association 
throughout the country, works in co- 
operation with police and school au- 
thorities. Principals are enthusiastic 
over it, and it has the hearty support 
of school officials. 


Boys Not Traffic Officers. 


The schoolboy patrolmen are not 
traffic officers. They

Safety Hint 


The motorist should cultivate a 
consciousness of how dangerous he 
is to pedestrians in the streets, and 
to persons in other automobiles. He 
should remember that the slightest 
move with an automobile, thought- 
lessly or carelessly made, may mean 
death to another, or perhaps to him- 
self, for the chances are equal. 

The majority of automobile fa- 
talities would be prevented, per- 
haps, if the consciousness of motor- 
ists and pedestrians were whole- 
somely awake to danger. By that it 
is not meant they should be timid, 
nervous, or impulsively conscious of 
danger. They should be justly and 
soundly conscious of it, supported 
by courage. They should try to 
strike a medium between idle 


ity.

The children 
then cross the street in groups, or as 
they direct them to cross. The school- 
boy patrolman does not .accompany 
children across the street, nor does he 
by any means get out into the street 
and try to direct traffic. This is not 
his province. It is rather an offense 
which justifies the principal in taking 
his belt, and the badge which goes with 
it, away from him. 

His province is to protect the chil- 
dren, and to do this he supplements 
the traffic policeman, for, while the 
traffic policeman watches and controls 
traffic, he, in his particular place, 
watches and controls the children who 
must cross the street. He remains on 
the sidewalk at danger points or in 
the front of the school betwee... cross- 
walks to prevent the children running 
across and jaywalking. 

The central idea which embodies his 
duty is that he should prevent children 
getting into dangerous _§ situations, 
rat’ than snatching them from dan- 
gerous situations. However, in case a 
small child is afraid to cross the street 
he takes the child by the hand and 
leads him across, 

Schoolboy patrolmen may be sta- 
tioned at any point in the vicinity of 
the school which the principal con- 
ceives to be dangerous. This may be 
two blocks away or it may be at an in-

Thoroughness to Be Goal. 


According to Mr. Behler, the associa- 
tion intends to conduct the safety first 
campaign in local schools more thor- 
oughly and on a larger scale this year. 
The schoolboy patrolmen will be in- 
structed more thoroughly. Safety talks 
will be given in the schools. Posters, 
carrying the idea of safety first in some 
form, will be placed in each schoolroom 
each month. 

At several local schools, . especially 
those in the vicinity of heavy traffic, 
there are squads of twelve schoolboy 
patrolmen headed by a captain or lieu- 
tenant. The principal chooses the boys 
conceived most capable. The duty of 
the captain or lieutenant is to see that 
the schoolboy patrolmen are at the 
posts of duty assigned them. The 
schoolboy patrolmen report at school 
fifteen minutes before the hour of as- 
sembly and are dismissed a few min- 
utes before school adjourns in order to 
be at their posts when children are 
crossing the streets. 

In the safety talks given at the 
schools by representatives of the asso- 
ciation the necessity of smaller chil- 
dren obeying the schoolboy patrolmen 
is stressed. This point is continually 
emphasized by the principal and teach- 


ers.

HUNDREDS. OF HOUSES 
STILL UNINHABITABLE 


Trappers Unable to Return to 
Scene of Activities; Few 
Muskrats Survive. 


New Orleans, July 17 (A.P.).—The 
richest fur producing region in the 
Southern States still is under from 2 to 
20 feet of water from the artificial 
crevasse created at Caernarvon when 
the flood waters of the Mississippi 
threatened New Orleans recently. 

Much of the area of St. Bernard and 
Plaquemines parishes still is submerged 
by a restless lake that stretches from 
the breach in the Mississippi levees 
eastward to Breton Sound and the 
Gulf of Mexico. Grand Lake and Lake 
Lery may barely be distinguished from 
the terrain which ordinarily stands 
dry above them. 

De La Croix Island, a town of 1,500 
persons in normal times, sitting on the 
outskirts of the marshlands on the 
edge of Bayou Terre Aux Bouef, is now 
deserted. Hundreds of neat houses; the 
top of their stilt foundations barely 
above water, stand deserted along the 
graveled highway which ends in New 
Orleans. 


Few Muskrats to Survive. 


Southward and eastward of De La 
Croix Island, the water is over the best 
trapping land in the South, the sec- 
tion which produces 60 per cent of 
Louisiana furs. Muskrat hills formerly 
stood so thickly in sections of this land 
that it was difficult for trappers to 
comply with State laws providing that 
no traps should be set within 15 feet

of a muskrat hill but the belief was 
expressed that not 1 per cent of the 
rats would survive the flood. 

The trappers, who formerly worked 
at their trgps in the marshlands during 
the two or three months of trapping 
season, earning from %3,000 to $6,000 
or $8,000 dollars for their several 
months’ work, are scattered about New 
Orleans. Some of them are fishing, 
some doing odd jobs, some merely wait- 
ing until such a time as they can re- 
turn to their homes and begin the task 
of reconstruction. 

Officials of the reparation committee 
designated to care for the refugees of 
St. Bernard and Plaquemines during 
their enforced absence from their 
homes have expressed the belief that 
the waters will have subsided sufficient- 
ly for them to return within the next 
eight weeks. 

Meanwhile, each family is being pro- 
vided with an allowance for rent and 
food, and the work of preparing and 
considering claims for damages is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. 

The two parishes last year supplied 
approxiately $3,000,000 worth of furs, 
but there will be no trapping for the 
next two seasons. Fur men believe 
there will be little trapping the third 
year since it will require almost three 
years to repopulate the trapping lands 
with rats.

Each patrolman is registered by the 
association. He is given two form 
cards, a courtesy card, and a complaint 
card. Any act of courtesy by a motor- 
ist, or any act of consideration or 
carelessness, he puts down on the card, 
with the motorist’s number, which he 
forwards to the association. Any mean, 
despicable act, or violation of regula- 
tions, he reports to the association in 
the same way, with the motorist’s num- 
ber. The complaint report, however, 
must receive the principal’s approval. 

Prizes usually are given annually to 
the best school boy patrolmen. The 
boys are usually recommended by the 
principals and are sifted down to the 
winners by a committee appointed for 
the purpose. Winners are adjudged ac- 
cording to their patience, calmness, 
steadiness of nerve and head, leader- 
ship, kindness, and courtesy, generally 
speaking. The practice of choosing the 
best patrolmen, and giving prizes, will 
be continued here during the coming 
year. 

Training for Boys. 


The schoolboy patrol promotes gen- 
eral playground safety, general school 
discipline and is an excellent training 
in leadership for the boys, it has been 
found. It trains them to be self-reliant 
and decisive. 

In Louisville, Ky., another method 
by which older children protect the 
younger has been established. It is 
called the junior patrol. By this 
method older boys and girls, going in 
a particular direction. are selected, and 
the younger children going in that dl- 


children, therefore, go home in groups 
arranged according to existing cir- 
cumstances, with older children as 
leaders. As children reach the block in 
which they live they break away from 
the main group. The plan, it is said, 
has occasioned considerable enthusiasm 
and works excellently.

Instruction for Officers and Enlisted Men of All Grades. 
Regimental Band Leaders Will Be Trained 
at Capital Music School. 


The Army will operate 159 courses of 
instruction exclusive of its correspond- 
ence courses during the fiscal year of 
1928, an idea of the scope of its edu- 
cational system being obtained from a 
schedule made known yesterday by the 
War De ent. 

Inasmuch as many of these courses 
are of several months’ duration = 
will be repeatei during the year, the 
total number of courses taught will 
be nearly 200. 

The system of education will in- 
clude instruction for officers and en- 
listed men of all grades and ranks in 
the Army and in special cases, officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps and those of other 
armies will be eligible as students. 

The Air Corps will have eighteen 
courses; in primary flying at Brooks 
Field, Tex., and March Field, Calif.; 
advanced flying, Kelly Field, Tex.; a 
tactical course at Langley Field, Va.; 
balloon and airship training at Scott 
Field, IlL; in armament, communica- 
tions, photography, airplane mechanics, 
engineer mechanics, for aircraft arm- 
orers, crew chiefs, in general me- 
chanics, aircraft welding, parachute 
rigging -~d radio at Chanute Field, 
Ill., and three courses in aviation med- 
icine at Brooks Field, Tex. 

The Medical Corps will have four

One of Five Survivors of West 
Point’s Air Pioneer- 
ing Group. 


Maj. Thomas South Bowen, of Ken- 
tucky, noted aviator and World War 


figure, died yesterday at Walter Reed 
Hospital. Death was caused by a stroke 
which ensued from a long illness at- 
tributed to injuries he received in the 
line of duty. He was 41 years old. 

Holding the wartime rank of lieuten- 
ant colonel, he was one of five surviv- 
ing members of the group of West Point 
graduates who were selected prior to 
this country’s entry in the war to take 
up the study of aviation in order that 
flying might become an established 
service in the Army.

GITY HEADS WILL STUDY 
JAIL REPORT TOMORROW 


‘Not Too Late to Alter the 
Budget, Commissioner 
Dougherty Says. 


DATA. HELD IMPORTANT 


So-called “deplorable” conditions in 
the District Jail reported to the District 
Commissioners Saturday, after investi- 
gation by experts of the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency, will receive consideration by 
the Commissioners at a meeting in the 
District Building tomorrow, Commis- 
Sioner Proctor L. Dougherty said last 
night. 


Both Commissioner Dougherty and 
Col. William B. Ladue, Engineer Com- 
missioner, declared they had not as yet 
given the Bureau of Efficiency’s report 
sufficient study to be in a position to 
make any prediction as to what action 
the board might take on the recom- 
mendations. Commissioner Sidney F. 
Taliaferro was out of the city. 

“We regard the report as a very im- 
portant one,” Commissioner Dougherty 
said, adding that the bureau’s support 
of the proposed rebuilding of part of 
the jail and appointment of trained 
social workers to look after the interests 
of prisoners would have “great weight” 
with the board. P 

Commissioner Dougherty declared it 
is not too late to obtain provision for 
the changes in the present budget, pro- 
vided they are approved by the board. 
A number of the items recommended 
by the bureau would require special ap- 
propriations, however, he added. 

Col. Ladue professed himself to be 
unfamiliar with the situation, due to 
his short time in office. 

“If after study of the matter we find 
there is anything the Commissioners 
can do to improve conditions at the 
jail, I am sure they will do it,” he said. 
“They already have done a good deal.” 

The Bureau of Efficiency report rec- 
ommended that A. L. Harris, municipal 
architect; George S. Wilson, director of 
public welfare, and H. H. Hart, consul- 
tant in penology for the Russell Sage 
Foundation, be named to draw plans 
for the changes in jail construction 
proposed by bureau experts.

Stearns and Morrow to Find 
Man With Pleasing 
Loquacity. 


GOVERNOR NOW LIKES 
COOLIDGE PERSONALITY 


Dakota Clyde Jones, Cowboy, 
and Executive Are Close 
Friends in Saddle. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON 
.(Staff Correspondent of The Post.) 
Rapid City, S. Dak., July 17.—When 

Frank W. Stearns and Dwight P. Morrow 
come to see President Coolidge again 
they are going to find a very changed 
man. In the first place, instead of 


finding the “Silent Cal” of the past, 
they will more likely find a person of 
pleasing /loquacity and one with a lot 
of new ideas. 

It is not suggested that it will be a 
man of “insurgent” mould or that the 
new ideas need give any worry to the 
industrial East. That the West has 
wrought a great transformation of the 
President, however, is undisputed. 
Easterners who have come out here to 
see him have commented on it in rather 
amazed terms. The newspaper men who 
have been closely associated with him 
since he went into office have marveled 
at it. 

Clarence M. Dunbar, imperial poten- 
tate of the shrine, was through here a 
few days ago and saw the President, 
and he commented on the change. He 
once had visited him back East, and 
came away with the same impression 
which other visitors usually obtained— 
that the President was stinted with his 
words as well as cordiality. Out here 
it was different. Mr. Dunbar said he 
never met a more genial, gracious man. 
The militant suffragists who called to 
see him said that he “beamed” upon 
them. Now nobody in Washington has 
ever got the impression that Mr. Cool- 
idge was beaming upon them. 


Governor Likes Him Now. 


Gov. W. J. Bulow, the Democratic 
head of this State, met the President 
at Pierre when he entered South Da- 
kota, and now he confides frankly that 
he did not like him. But in the same 
voice he says that he met him two or 
three days later in Rapid City and 
Since has met him frequently. Now he 
says: 

“You know, I really like him.” 

The governor does not say so, but he 
gives the impression that deep down 
in his heart he does not believe the 
a have anybody who can beat 

im, 

And incidentally, the plan at this 
Stage is to give the governor control 
of this State’s delegation to the na- 
tional convention. He will, too, re- 
ceive the complimentary vote for either 
Vice President or President. He thinks 
it will be the former, but his friends 
say it will be the higher honor. 

But getting back to the President, no 
one expects him to go out to one of 
the formal affairs back home in his 
shirt sleeves, as some of the folk he has 
met out here have a way of doing, but 
he undoubtedly will have a new slant 
on things of this kind. He has become 
imbued with the Western idea of hos- 
pitality and informality and the realiza- 
tion that after all, life is not an in- 
tricate thing if viewed as these West- 
.erners view it. 


Cowboy Close to Coolidge. 


Certainly those with whom he has 
come in contact and those with whom 
he has been closely associated out here 
are of a different make-up than his 
associates and contacts back East. 

Probably no one has been closer to 
him in the Black Hills than Dakota 
Clyde Jones, a cowboy unmistakably 
and plain. And what a contrast he 
Offers to either Mr. Morrow or Mr. 
Stearns, both deep rooted in the East- 
ern business school and both stubborn 
and capable in it. Clyde is unschooled, 
tall, lanky and angular and—genteel. 

He has spent his life on the plains 
and plateaus and in the saddle. He 
has had their superstitions, discarded 
them as their fallacy was revealed and 
then adopted new ones. He used to 
think, for instance, that if you circled 
a whip or lariat around you as you 
slept on the ground it would keep away 
rattlesnakes. Some cowboy found one 
night that this was not so and Clyde 
does not believe in it any more, but he 
has other beliefs probably just as un- 
tenable. 

Clyde has communed with the hills, 
the rolling sweeps of plateau land 
out under the star-lit heavens of the 
hight. He has meditated on the 
phantomlike march of the clouds and 
he has contémplated the mirage from 
mountain tops that were touched with 
the glow of the dying sun. And he has 
conquered the fear that men have of 
these phenomena and evolved a philos- 
ophy of life that was born of them. 


Enjoys Clyde’s Philosophy. 


This is the philosophy which the 
President enjoys as he rides through 
the gulches and up the mountain 
trails with Clyde—up to Lovers Leap, 
where mere man may 100k out at the 
infinite and realize his insignificance. 
He has formed an admiration for this 
cowboy companion; there is little doubt 
of that. He admires those qualities in 
him which he and other men are 
without. That is but the way of all 
men-—to admire ore who can do things 
which they can not, regardless of the 
nature of them. Clyde, of course, can- 
not be President, but the human quali- 
ties of Mr. Coolidge must make him 
wish he were able to mount a horse 
and dash off into the mountain folds 
and talk to the crags and the rocks and 
the spruce and pines as Clyde is able 
to do. 

Clyde, too, has his opinion of things 
governmental, and it does not concern 
such intricate matters as the McNary- 
Haugen bill, the tariff or immigration. 
Rather it has to do simply with the 
primary question of food and such gov- 
ernment as will permit man to get it 
without killing or trespassing upon his 
fellow man. The varying distances to 
which the East and the West have ad- 
vanced from this elemental thought 
mark the difference in them. The West, 
for example, has not yet gone so far 
that it does not still consider the dol- 
lar as simply a medium of barter, and 
not a thing that can be eaten. 

This is a fact as old as the dollar 
itself, but one which students have 
warned that the country is working 
away from.. 


Let-Down in Worries. 


But Clyde has not advanced from 
it and it underlies his whole philos- 
ophy—a philosophy which the President 
is absorbing almost daily as he and 
Clyde take their rides. 

Certainly, all factors have combined 
to effect the change which has come 
over the President.’ His vacation has 
been an ideal one. There has been a 
distinct let-down in the worries which 
he has.back in Washington. He has 
had callers galore, it is true, but they 
were, the great majority of them, peo- 
ple simply wanting to pay their re- 
spects. They had no ax to grind, no 


tive of any kind.

to extend a warm hand of greeting 
backed up by a smile. And it would be 
a mighty unusual man that did not 
respond to such a spirit as this. 

The President feels that his trip has 
brought him closer to the problems of 
the West. He has made known that 
he has taken advantage of every oppor- 
tunity to discuss them and to obtain 
personal knowledge of them. He does 
not consider that the people of the 
West are essentially different from 
those of the East. That is, they eat 
and sleep and have the same ambitions 


in life, but there are, of course, differ- | 


ent ways of gratifying them. 
Tariff Attack Undelivered. 


Now going back to Gov. Bulow, there 
was still considerable speculation today 
as to why he did not deliver the tariff 
attack at Ardmore yesterday as he 
planned. A State committeeman very 
close to the governor said it was his 
impression that the attack had. been 
arranged or ‘suggested by the Demo- 
cratic national committee, but the 
governor says this was not so. At any 
rate he did not “have time” to deliver 
it, although he did spend considerable 
time in lauding Senator Norbeck, a 
Republican. 

The fact that he did this might give 
significance to the governor’s opinion 
that Senator Norbeck will not support 
the President in the primary, although 
he would in the general election. The 
governor thinks, although he is not 
saying so, that Mr. Coolidge’s remain- 
ing in office for another four years 
after 1928 is inevitable. 

The plan to give Gov. Bulow control 
of the State Democratic delegation, as 
explained by a prominent State com- 
mitteeman, is in order to prevent either 
Smith or McAdoo getting it. Gov. Bu- 
low does not believe the State will ac- 
cept Smith.

Baltimore, July 17.—One of the lar- 
gest collections of antique weapons in 
the East has been presented to the 
Maryland Academy of Sciences, accord- 
ing to an announcement of Dr. Francis 
C. Nicholas, the dean. The academy 
was founded in 1797. 

The collection, aggregating 1,000 


pieces, was given to the academy by 
George D. Wever, of Baltimore, as & 
memorial to his brother, the late Henry 
Wever, of Byrdtown, Va., who gathered 
the collection with the discriminating 
eye of an expert. The arms have been 
catalogued by Richard D. Steuart, arms 
curator of the academy. A special arms 
room will be provided for the collection 
when the academy moves into its new 
home. 

The collection is particularly rich 
in Americana. There. are English, 
French and Dutch muskets brought to 
this country by the Colonists; swivel 
guns and blunderbusses used on ship- 
board, wall guns, Kentucky rifles, such 
as won victory for the Americans in the 
Revolutonary War; the first muskets, 
rifles, pistols-and breechloading military 
arms made in the United States and 
virtually all the Civil War carbines and 
contract muskets.

Elkton, Md., July 17,—Not until some 
one breaks the “taxi ring” here will the 
wedding ring/receive its just honor, say 
the residents who have been watching 
the ever-changing “marrying parson” 
situation during the last few weeks. 

The ‘“taxi-grabbers,” as they are 
called, work hand-in-hand with the 
“M. P’s.” Things have reached such a 


is now spoken of as “matriemoney” be- 
cause each new parson installed by the 


“taxi ring’ must go 50-50, it is said, 
with the men who rule the elopement 
business. 

Members of the “taxi ring” Nave a 
system that no lone cabby can ride 
through, and rather obliging legislation 
enables them to grin at the residents 
who earnestly desire to put a stop to 
the wholesale marrying business. 

The system runs smoothly because it 
is well “greased” and varies to suit al- 
most any emergency. 

May and Jack, a loyelorn couple, 
alight from a Philadelphia train. Half 
a dozen taxi men stand by their throb- 
bing machines expectantly. They work 
in turns and the one whose turn it is 
makes the approach. 


Looking for a Parson? 


“Looking for a parson?” 

“Yes,” replies Jack. 

“All right, Jump in. 
for the license and then right over to 
a nice old parson, Won't be no trouble 


the couple are taken to the marriage 
license clerk’s office. The taxi driver 


about route to the office which is only 
five minutes from the station, 

It takes Jack and May five minutes 
to get the license. They enter the taxi 
again and are taken to the parlor of 
their parson. In ten to fifteen minutes 
they reach his place on Stockton street, 
which is, say seven minutes walk from 
the license office. 

The parson’s house is a quiet place, 
the last house in a lane shadowed with 
trees. If the “M. P.” is busy with 
another couple, Jack and May sit on 
the porch, 

The taxi driver goes right inside and 
with a jerk of his thumb indicates 
there’s more business outside. The par- 
son quickly finishes the ceremony at 
hand and May and Jack take their turn. 


Married in Three Minutes. 


They’re married in about three min- 
utes, and.after Jack pays the parson 
they return to the taxi. If it happens 
to be a busy day the cabby tells the 
youthful couple a train is due soon and 


takes them back to the station. Jack is 
told the regular charge for the marriage 
round trip is $3. He pays it and 
graciously adds an extra dollar for a 
tip. 

In cases where the bride and bride- 
groom desire to have a nice extended 
ride around the town the charge is $5 
All this transportation money is thrown 
into one pool. But the pool is greatly 
increased at the end of each week when 
the official collector of the “taxi ring” 
gets the commissions from the 40 or 
50, yes and often 60, marriages per- 
formed by their "M. P.” 

All doubt that such commissions 
were paid was removed by the declara- 
tion last Wednesday of the Rev. Rich- 
ard T. Westren, now awaiting trial for 
marrying persons “unlawfully.” 

“Of course I paid the taxi men,” he 
Said,s“just as the others did.” 

But getting back to the system—all 
the money thus “earned” is divided 
equally among members of the “taxi 


ring.” And no one dares hold out. 


Get the Motor Car Trade. 


To corral the business that comes by 
motor car the “taxi ring” has a slightly 
different method. A colored man waits 
outside the door of the marriage license 
office. He informs a couple who have 


just obtained a license he can get them 
@ parson. Then he brings the pair 
across the street to a member of the 
“taxi ring,” who takes them over the 
rest of the necessary route, 

The “taxi ring” has received some 
blows during the last few months. The 
hardest was dealt by S. Ralph Andrews, 
clerk of the court, who also has charge 
of the marriage license department. 
Mr. Andrews, on taking office the first 
of the year, refused to issue any 
licenses after 5 p.m This takes much 
of the thrill from elopements as it 
was the lure of the ride in the moon- 
light that caused many couples to 
speed to this “Gretna Green.” 

The place was brought into the lime- 
light again by the big marriage record 
of Mr. Westren, who performed - thou- 
sand ceremonies in five months. Nearly 
800 of these couples were from Phila- 
delphia. The charge made by the Rev 
Dr. J. W. Colons, of the Methodist Con- 
ference, that Westren was without 
proper authority to perform marriages 
led to his arrest. Then came the Rev 
Hiram McVey, a retired Methodist pas- 
tor, and the Rev. P. C. Hoffman, of the 
United Brethren Church, both of whom 
were ousted by their church authori- 
ties. 


Rev. C. M. Cope on Hand. 


Now the Rev. C. M. Cope, of Rising 
Sun, Md., is on the scene in the same 
house vacated by the other two. 

Mr. Cope says he is a Baptist min- 
ister, but so is the Rev. W. R. Moon, 
a 70-year-old clergyman, who does not 
work with the “taxi ring.” Mr. Moon, 
it appears, does not propose to b: oust- 
ed by the man from Rising Sun. He 
meets the couples himself, takes them 
to the license office and then marries 
them, 

At the last session of the legislature 
a bill was introduced providing a couple 
must allow 48 hours to elapse after ob- 
taining a license before they can marry. 
It was passed by bot! branches of the 
legislature, but vetoed by Gov. Ritchie, 
who asserted it was special legislation 
dealing only with Cecil County, where 
Elkton is located. Something always 
happens to such bills at the last min- 
ute, say the residents.

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Failure of Geneva Parley | 
Held No Cause for Blame 


U.S. Needs Large Cruisers for Her Purposes, Britain 
Small Ones—American Naval Building Program 
Should Be Orderly, Says Sidney M. Ballou. 


Sidney M. Ballou, vice president of 
the Navy League of the Pacific Coast 
and former Chief Justice of the Terri- 
tory of Hawali, believes that Americans 
should shed no tears if the Geneva 
naval conference fails to reach an 
agreement. 

“In the failure of the Geneva con- 
ference—if it does fail—there should 
be no occasion either for blame or re- 
crimination,” he said yesterday. 

“While all naval strength is relative, 
ip does not necessarily follow that it is 
relative with respect to the three 
powers represented at the present con- 
ference and to them only. 

“In battleship strength the three 
powers may be regarded as the only 
ones concerned because there is no 
other commensurate battleship 
strength anywhere in sight. The same 
is true of cruiser strength so far as it 
is the function of cruisers to act as 
scouts and screen for the battle fleet, 
When, however, we consider the addi- 
tional function of cruisers in the 
protection of trade routes, a different 
question is presented. 

“We are accustomed quite properly 
to measure our cruiser requirements 
against’: Great Britain. Our coast line 
from Maine to Alaska is equal to the 
distance from England to Australia. 
Along this line there flows a stream of 
commerce equal to the entire foreign 
trade of Great Britain. No part of this 
commerce could be transferred to the 
railroads in time of war as the equip- 
ment of the raHroads would be heavily 
taxed by the increase of purely internal 
transportation. 

“This line of communication, the 
importance of which overshadows all of 
America’s foreign trade, is flanked 
throughout its length by British naval 
bases, such as Halifax, Bermuda, Ja- 
maica and Esquimault. It is, therefore, 
clear that we are entitled to insist on 
parity with Great Britain both as to 
the commerce protection function of 


duties. 

“With Great Britain, however, 
situation is different, Her trade routes 
are flanked not by the United States 
but by powers and possible com- 
binations of wers which include 
most of the nations of the world. These 
nations are provided with cruisers, sub- 
marines, merchant auxilliaries and 
other forms of potential] commerce 
destroyers. 

“It is apparent then that while our 
needs may be relative to Great Britain, 
the latter’s needs are not necessarily 
relative to us. We should therefore re- 
frain from criticizing Great Britain for 
her statement of her total tonnage re- 
quirements. The truth is that the 
American public has not been educated 
to the necessity and value of cruisers. 

“Great Britain, however, laid herself 
open to just criticism by her ill-advised 
insistence on a smaller unit type which 
would be suitable for her needs but not 
for ours. A nation that has filling sta- 
tions on every corner of the globe and 
a large merchant marine that could be 
armed with six-inch guns naturally 
favors a smaller type of vessel than a 
nation without those advantages. 


“As an outcome of the Geneva con- 
ference, we should let Great Britain 
build the cruisers she deems necessary 
for her national needs and we should 
pursue a fixed policy of maintaining an 
equality of total tonnage in units of 
the size most suitable for our needs. 
Our building. program should be an 
orderly one, designed to maintain that 
important element of national defense, 
shipyards with skilled workmen equip- 
ped for the building of warships. If 
it is definitely understood that we 
are letting Great Britain set the pace 
and are not striving for superiority 
but only for maintenance of equality, 
there can be no justifiable criticism on 
the ground of a new competition in ar- 
maments.”

Present Century Predicted 
by E. A. Ross. 


70-YEAR LIFE SPAN SEEN) SHE HAD BEEN WARNED 


New. York, July 17 (A.P.).—Edward 
Alsworth Ross, noted sociologist and 
editor of the American Journal of So- 
ciology, writes in the August issue of 
Century Magazine that within this cen- 
tury, at the present rate of progress, 
science virtually will have eradicated 
communicable disease, and people, of 
the more enlightened countries at least, 
probably will achieve an average nor- 
mal life of 70 years. 

The article presents the conclusions 
arrived at by Dr. Ross after a world- 
wide survey of current activities in 
medicine and hygiene. 

Average life expectancy in America, 
he says, has risen from 50 years in 1901 
to 60 years today, while infant mor- 
tality has been reduced from one death 
in four births to one in fourteen within 
half a century. A movement toward 
health and longevity similar to that 
in America he finds evident over the 
world. 

Discussing each of the major sources 
that have been feared by man in the 
past — tuberculosis, malaria, yellow 
fever, diphtheria, bubonic plague and 
others—Dr. Ross asserts that “already 
most of these furjes are chained and 
the prospect is hright that within a 
lifetime all the chief mass-slayers will 
be laid low.” 

As a result, he concludes, the race of 
the future must curb its birth rate or 
face a serious problem of overpopula- 
tion. 

Dr. Ross holds degrees from Coe Col- 
lege, University of Berlin and Johns 
Hopkins. He has been on the faculties 
of Indiana University, Cornell, Stanford 
University, University of Nebraska, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Harvard Univer- 
sity and the University of Chicago.

the Vienna disorders as 
intervening. 

The Government today, with 
support of the police and troops, is 
absolute master of the _ situation. 


Everywhere it is emphasized that the 
riot was in no way directed against 
foreigners, who have not been molest- 
ed in a single instance. 

The central section of Vienna is 
quiet, though presenting the picture 
of a state of siege, with all public 
buildings guarded by troops and police 
and machine guns at points of vant- 
age. Conditions differ from a state 
of siege only in so far as the regular 
courts continue competent. 

The hospitals are crowded with the 
wounded, the streets leading to the 
suburbs are closed and all automo- 
biles are stopped and searched for 
weapons, with which it is feared the 
communists are being supplied from 
the outside. 


Cumberland, Md, July 17.—Jealousy 
and financial difficulties caused Max 
Kleinstub, 42 years old, shoe merchant, 
Baltimore street, this city, to kill his 
pretty wife, Ida, aged 30, and commit 
suicide in their apartment on Fayette 
street shortly before 7 o’clock this 
morning. Neighbors, who found the 
bodies, investigated after hearing five 
shots. Kieinstub had been morose for 
several months, although he had looked 
after his business. Mrs. Kleinstub, 
known for her personal charm and 
artistic tastes, assisted her husband in 
the business. 

Three months ago he told several 
friends that he was desperately in love 
with his wife, but she was not recip- 
rocal. This followed their attendance 
upon a shoe convention in Washington 
in February, where they were enter- 
tained by a shoe firm representative at 
dinner. Mr. Kleinstub returned home 
several days in advance of his wife. 
When she returned she told him that 
their host also took her to dinner one 
evening. This seemed to affect him, 
and his attitude was changed and they 
never were reconciled. 

About 2:30 one morning Kleinstub 
called Dr. Koon, telling him that he 
was coming to see him at once. He ar- 
rived at the doctor’s office with a small 
bottle of milk which he wanted the 
physician to analyze. He declared his 
wife and her sister were trying to poi- 
son him. After this Dr. Koon told Mrs. 
Kleinstub that her husband should be 
placed in a sanitarium for treatment. 

Kleinstub evidently had in mind the 
tragedy which he enacted. Within the 
last two weeks he purchased a small- 
caliber revolver which he later ex- 
changed for a .38 automatic, saying he 
“wanted a gun that would do a good 
job.” 

The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Kleinstub 
were taken to Altoona, Pa., tonight by 
relatives for burial. Her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. B. Shadden live at Expedite, 
Pa. A brother, Morris, is a law student 
at Ann Arbor. Kleinstub, who was a 
native of Germany, is survived by three 
brothers and two sisters.

The word “takloss,” the secretary 
said, was the word affront. 

“The dictionary,” said Neuhardt, 
“says it means ‘without tact—indis- 
creet,’ and that is a word unknown to 
the family of Hapsburgs.” 

Neuhardt says his employer then 
telegraphed to the minister: 

“I received today your offending tele- 
gram. It is very difficult for me to an- 
swer because you were before the war 
only a ‘lakai,’ of my family. But 1 will 
say that the duel can be arranged and 
I slap in your face my fighting glove.” 

Neuhardt said that in the telegram 
from the archduke to the Minister the 
“insult,” which he declared brought 
forth an acceptance of the challenge 
was the word “‘lakai.” By this, he said, 
his employer meant that before the war 
the Minister was a servant of his fam- 
ily. Since Count Szechenyi is neither a 
member of the royal family nor an of- 
ficer of the army, the secretary said, a 
special dispensation would be necessary 
before a duel could be fought. 

He said that the archduke had tele- 
graphed a request to Nicholas V. Hor- 
thy, regent of Hungary, for funds to re- 
turn to Europe, in order that he might 


meet the count in a duel there.

Seven More Killed. 


The last serious incident of the dis- 
orders was a clash last night between 
a mob and the police in which seven 
were killed and ten wounded. The 
quiet situation today was due chiefly 
to the discipline of the republican 
guards, who are cooperating with the 
police. 

The Socialists are gathering their ef- 
forts toward preventing civil war and 
keeping Communists from forcing a 
revolution. The fact that the Prussian 
Communist deputy, Wilhelm Pieck, flew 
to Vienna yesterday is taken as an in- 
dication of the efforts of the Third 
Internationale to gain control. 

The Socialist trades unions have is- 
sued a joint manifesto urging the work- 
ers not to be misled by the Communists 
as their program of arming the workers 
would result immediately in civil war 
which “would mean new and terrible 
sacrifices in blood, terrible economic 
catastrophe accompanied by famine and 
increase of unemployment, placing 
workers in the Agrarian provinces where 
Sccialism is weak, at the -mercy of 
armed Fascism, the most serious danger 
to the continuance of the republic.” 

Berlin, July 17 (A.P.).—A dispatch 
from Vienna to the Wolff Bureau says 
that the general strike there has been 
terminated and that street cars and 
taxicabs have resumed service. The 
railway strike continues, but negotia- 
tions are in progress looking toward the 
resumption of service. 

London, July 17 (A.P.).—An Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Rome 
says that the foreign office has denied 
that Italy had sent an ultimatum to 
Austria.

SEEKS TO PUT AN END 
TO FALSITY: HE SAYS 


Speaker, in Closing, Holds 
Olive Branch; Counsels 
Greatest Patience. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Brussels, July 17.—Dedicating the 
tomb of the Unknown French Soldier 
killed on Belgian soil at the royal pal- 
ace at Laeken, Premier Raymond Poin- 
care today took a violent slap at what 
he asserted was the German attempt to 
“crawl from under” the responsibility 
for the World War. 

The French premier, who always 
chooses Sunday and the grave to preach 
his doctrine that Germany alone was 
to blame for the ruin from i914 to 1918, 
rushed to the defense of the Belgians, 
who, through M. de Broquevilf®, min- 
ister of war, now are wrangling with 
the Germans over the Reichstag report 
on war guilt. 

Pointing to the impressive monu- 
ment of the Unkown Poilu, chosen as 
the one who lies in the Arc de Tri- 
omphe, Premier Poincare said: 

“It is a good thing to perpetuate in 
stone the ideals which once filled the 
world, because such ideals, before the 
assault of certain interests, have a 
tendency to be obscured. I deny that 
Iam betraying the cause of peace when 
I seek to put a stop to the slow altera- 
tion of the facts and gradual tamper- 
ing with history.”

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THOSE SIMPLE AMERICANS. 
The delegates of Great Britain, Japan and 
the United States will resume their conference 


today at Geneva. Since they adjourned they 
have heard fearsome tales from British author- 
ities to the effect that 10,000-ton cruisers are 
unwieldy, costly, uneconomical, difficult to 
launch, tedious in building, cormorants in fuel 
consumption, ineffective and generally unde- 
sirable. These friendly expert opinions are cal- 
culated to dissuade the Americans from com- 
mitting the fatal blunder of building 10,000- 
ton cruisers. Britain’s experience in building 
such cruisers is held up as a horrible example 
of mistaken policy. The fact that Britain does 
not offer to scrap these huge and worthless 
hulks may indicate that they are to be main- 
tained, at vast expense, for the sole purpose of 
serving as a warning to other nations to be- 
ware of making the same mistake. 

The Americans have been slow to profit by 
this advice. They cling to the antiquated opin- 
ion that 10,000-ton cruisers are suitable to 
American defense. 
perts are turning their energies to the task of 
convincing the Americans that a few American 
cruisers amd many British cruisers would serve 
as an admirable basis for agreement. As to 
total tonnage, the British experts do not mind 
if the Americans fix a limit to their 10,000- 
ton cruiser tonnage, but it is impossible and 
absurd to set a limit to British cruiser tonnage. 
“Mere total tonnage means nothing,” says 
Mr. Chamberlain, the able navigator of the 
British ship of state. That formula may have 
been all right at the Washington conference in 
respect to battleships, but it is absurd now. 

The Geneva conference strikingly illustrates 
the superiority of British over American nego- 
tiators. The Americans in their simplicity 
thought that the way to limit the size of navies 
was to limit their total tonnage. They art- 
lessly suggested that Great Britain and the 
United States agree that each should limit it- 
self to 250,000 or 300,000 tons of cruisers, and 
that Japan should limit itself to 150,000 or 
180,000 tons. These powers having already 
agreed to restrict cruisers to 10,000 tons, with 
8-inch guns, it seemed to the Americans that 
each party should be free to decide for itself 
the size of its cruisers, provided the total ton- 
nage did not exceed the figure suggested. 

The conference has now been in session sev- 
eral weeks and the Americans have not yet 
been made to understand why their proposal 
is absurd. The British delegates have labored 
faithfully to enlighten their American col- 
leagues, but in vain. With incredible tenacity 
the Americans have clung to the notion that 
the naval limitation problem is simple, instead 
of recognizing the fact, so patent to all British 
experts, that an agreement to establish parity, 
while one of the parties retains superiority, is 
an extremely abstruse problem. 

From present indications the 
will fail because of the inability of the Ameri- 
cans to understand the British point of view. 
If the Americans would waive their proposal 
for limitation of total tonnage, and take heed 
of the warning against the folly of building 
10,000-ton cruisers, perhaps rapid headway 
would be made. But the Americans are a 
simple folk, who call a spade a spade, and so 


they can not be expected to exercise the dip- | 
lomatic subtlety requisite to the making of a | 


treaty that provides both for and against limi- 
tation of naval armament.

MAYBE AL WILL NOT RUN, 


No greater Democratic disaster could be 
imagined than the one which the New York 
World has just figured to its readers, namely, 
the suspicion that Gov. Alfred E. Smith, of 
New York, may not desire the Democratic 
presidential nomination, which is so eagerly 
and persistently thrust at him. There must 
be tragedy in this very thought for a great 
meny persons, and were it not for the fact that 
the suggestion is sponsored by a journal that 
has never deviated from its allegiance to Gov. 
Smith it would be classed as the canard of his 
enemies. 

It is hard to visualize the future of the 
Democratic preconvention campaign if what 
the World says is true. For the last several 
months it has been impossible for two Demo- 
crats to assemble without the name of the 
New York chief executive coming up for dis- 
cussion. Hundreds of his friends have built 
up an elaborate machine, and the opponents 
of Smith have furthered their own cause by 
attacks upon Tammany and all its works. 

Considered in all its aspects, how can there 
be a Democratic campaign without Smith? 
What will the party do if it is unable to divide 
into a Smith and anti-Smith camps at the 
convention, It would be a tame Democratic 
gathering without the sound of “East Side, 
West Side, All Around the Town” and with the 
issue of intolerance kept out of the meeting 
hall. Scores of carefully prepared speeches 
would have to be revised, and the delegates 
would be forced to seek some other form of 
circus entertainment. Most important of all, 
isn’t Al Smith the best candidate the Demo- 
crats can present to the country?

HOW TO TEST DRUNKENNESS. 

If the members of the Metropolitan Police 
will profit by the latest discovery of the Bu- 
reau of Standards it may be possible to “spot 
a drunk” with scientific accuracy and there- 
by avoid the embarrassment of failing to dis- 
tinguish between intoxication and a fatal in- 
jury. The Bureau of Standards has developed 
a new method for analyzing human breath. 
The method commonly used for this purpose 
requires from 30 to 40 minutes, the exact time 
depending upon “measurement of the contrac- 
tion after chemical absorption of the exhaled 
carbon dioxid and oxygen.’”’ Under the new 
method, and with the aid of electricity, an 
analysis can be made in from six to ten 
minutes “measufing the change in heat lost 
from a fine platinum wire surrounded by gas.’ 

The bureau does not explain that this new 
method, “which is the more accurate of the 
two and cleaner and more convenient to ope- 
rate,” will enable the patrolman to ascertain 
definitely the exact proportion of alcohol, by 
volume, in the breath of the man who may 


_ fall from an attack of vertigo, or even heat 


prostration; but it should not be a difficult 
sergeants in the use of the process, so that in- 
stead of being in doubt as to whether the 
prisoner is drunk or fatally injured the facts 
can be obtained within ten minutes.

It is not possible to get something for noth- 
ing, for everything must be paid for by some 
one. Straightforward merchandizing, con- 
ducted frankly for a fair profit, has come to 
be the rule. Devious, tricky sales presenta- 
tions, which may be within the law but which 
never are to the advantage of the consumer, 
fortunately have come to be the exception. 


FOOLISH STUNTS. 


Various and widely separated citizens of the 
United States appear to become afflicted at 
about the same time with a peculiar form of 
madness. Asa rule, it may be traced to a pub- 
licity complex that passeth understanding. It 
leads to a desire for the establishment of “‘rec- 
ords,” which of themselves are stupid, and by 
their incentives to foolishness positively harm- 
ful. 

The country lived through a marathon 
dancing craze only to suffer under endurance 
tests of various kinds, and the end is not yet. 
A misguided resident of Newark decided some 
weeks ago to remain on top of flagpole longer 
than any other human being had ever done 
before. His elapsed time was something bet- 
ter than a week. A rival immediately climbed 
a Denver pole and clung to it for twelve days, 
but he was dethroned by a Chicago contestant, 
who made the mark two weeks. On the heels 
of these fantastic happenings came the report 
of a Texas man who, drinking nothing but cof- 
fee, and -cinoking’ cigarettes to sustain him, 
remained awake for 150 hours. 
example inspired a Chicago resident to xo 
after the under-water sitting record. A weight 
had been tied to his feet when the police ar- 
rived and prevented such an experiment in the 
name of science or anything else. 

On Friday the contagion appeared in New 
England. A native of Boston set out on a walk 
to New York, during which he promised not 
to sleep. He expected to cover the 250 miles 
in 55 hours. All of these foolish demonstra- 
tions involve patience, energy and bodily 
strength which could be put to good use. The 
only deficiency, and certainly it is a great 
one, which these men exhibit, is in their mental 
qualities. Scientists intent on curing the ills 
of the world might do well to try and isolate 
the germ which brings about such strange 
manifestations, 


THE LAND OF BHULAH. 


Newspapers are constantly recording the ac- 
quisition of sudden fortunes by men and 
women in straitened circumstances who dis- 
cover, as soon as the good news is out, that 
they have acquired hosts of relatives of whose 
existence they had no previous knowledge. 

The Department of Justice reports a notable 
case of this kind. Beulah Eagle was a little 
Indian girl, a full-blood of the Creek nation. 
She died when about 8 years old. This was 
about January, 1902, the exact day being un- 
known. In June of that year there were al- 
lotted to the heirs of Beulah 160 acres of the 
Creek Reservation in Oklahoma. That quarter- 
section proved to be the terrestrial covering of 
millions of barrels of oil. In the quarter of a 
century that has elapsed since the discovery 
of the oil, millions of dollars in royalties have 
accrued and are held in trust by the Treasury 
for the benefit of the rightful heirs of Beulah 
—if it can ever be determined who are those 
heirs. The courts of Oklahoma and the Fed- 
eral court in that State have been unable to 
identify the true heirs. There are said to be 
twenty groups of intervenors, each claiming in- 
terest in the property as heirs of the deceased 
child, and probably not one of the “present 
parties in interest” ever cared a tinker’s dam 
for the child during her lifetime.

HOW TO 
KEEP WELL 


EPHEDRINE TO RELIEVE HAY FEVER. 
OR the relief of hay fever and also 
F for asthma the new Chinese medi- 
cine, ephedrine, is said to be with- 

out an equal. It takes the place of 


adrenalin—also called epinephrin—and, |- 


to some extent, of cocaine. Its advan- 
tage over adrenalin is that the effects 
last very much longer. It is used both 
as a spray or other iocal application to 
the membranes of the nose, and also 
as an internal remedy taken by mouth. 
Whichever way it is taken, it shrinks 
the membranes which line the nose. 
It is partly because of this property 
that it is especially helpful in those 


cases of asthma and hay fever which 
are associated with enlarged turbinate 
bones, infected sinuses, and other nose 
conditions. 

Drs. Leopold and Miller, who have 
been using this drug for about two 
years to relieve patients suffering from 
hay fever and asthma, report that it 
has given complete relief in about one- 
half the case of hay fever and about 
two-thirds the cases of asthma in 
which they have used it. It is least 
helpful in those cases which are due 
to infection with bacteria, or in which 
such infection is responsible for impor- 
portant complications. 


Ephedrine is not altogether harmless. 
Some people who have tried to use it 
have had to stop because of vertigo, 
nausea, nervousness, or nettle rash. We 
must remember that this drug is used 
merely to give relief. Its use still leaves 
the questions of cause and basic cure 
uncared for. So far as rose cold and 
hay fever are concerned there remains 
the problem of finding which is the 
offending pollen and in some way 
escaping it or overcoming its effects. 
The use of pollen preparations to de- 
sensitize is the best known method of 
prevention. The method of applying 
the pollen is something similar to vac- 
cination. The calcium treatment of 
hay fever has stood the test of years. 

In research done by Hollender and 
others it has been found that the blood 
is rather low ‘in calcium in both hay 
fever and asthma. There are several 
ways of giving salts of calclum to make 
up part of the deficiency and in that 
way make it possible for the hay fever 
subject to bring his affliction under 
control.

THIS IN GENERAL 
EAR Miss Singleton: Will you 
D please answer the following in 
regard to tips. What amount in 
tips should be given to dining-room 
waiters, bellboys and rep-caps. 

When is the time to tip bellboys at 
th hotel? What amount tn tips should 
be given pullman porters? Do hotel 
patrons usually ask at registration what 
the rates are and designate the price 
they wish to pay? 

Of course, I have already answered 
these questions many times, but I am 
always glad to tell anything I know to 
anybody who wants to hear it. 

Ten per cent of the bill is the usu- 
ally expected tip for waiters. But 1 
have noticed that if the bill is small 
(as jt is today when people com- 
paratively little) that 25-cents a person 
is given. This is, of course, not obliga- 
tory. Red-caps get 25 ceyts for carrying 
bags from the cab to the train and the 
train to the cab. If several bags are 
carried and the way is long more should 
be given. These men are not usually 
paid, except by the public. They may 
even pay (as bootblacks do) for the 
privilege of working at the stations. 
A few of the older red-caps are on the 
pay roll, but very few. So, when you 
are tipping your redcap, remember that 
you are not as a rule paying a railroad 
employe. The pullman porter is paid 
by the company, but 10 cents for a 
brush-down is the least you can offer 
him. If he does anything for you in 
the way of taking your bag and calling 
a red-cap, 25 cents would be right. 

Hotel patrons generally make up their 
minds about what they can afford to 
pay. But a paper published a scale of 
tipping suggestions not long ago worked 
out by some hotel managers. I gath- 
ered from this that most calls upon a 
bellboy’s time were worth 10 cents. 
Extra trouble for him 15 cents. Errands 
25 cents. Of course, for heavy baggage 
brought to or from the room, one would 
give 25 cents at least.

F course, it is important to every 
O woman to have her hair looking 
its best all of the time.

country, and the daylight reveals with 
an unflattering distinctness whether 
our tresses have retained the soft, nat- 
ural luster with which Nature has en- 
dowed them, or whether the hair has 
grown oily or dry and brittle, or is af- 
flicted with dandruff. 

To get at the root of the condition 
of the hair you have to go directly to 
the scalp, for in the scalp lies the cause 
of every hair ailment. One of the most 
frequent and most troublesome condi- 
tions is the oily scalp. This is the re- 
sult of some sort of strain, perhaps, 
the wearing effect of too frequent 
shampoos or, perhaps, only the ordi- 
nary strain of the busy life that we all 
lead. Just as the pores of the skin 
perspire when we are hurried or har- 
rassed, so the pores of the scalp exude 
too much oil to be assimilated by the 
oil cells. 

When we hear that.oil treatments 
will cure excessively oily scalps, it 
sounds somewhat paradoxical. But oil 
applications before a shampoo will 
supply the oil that the impoverished 
glands lack, and they will cease over- 
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working, or exuding their oils onto 
the scalp and return to their normal 
functions. Heated olive oil is excel- 
lent for this treatment, or balsam oil, 
and it should be gently massaged into 
the scalp with the tips of the fingers, 
which move the scalp in a rotary mo- 
tion. It is best to apply this oil the 
night before a shampoo, so that igen 
remain on the scalp overnight. 

Shampoos also figure in creating this 
condition of the oily scalp, for too fre- 
quent shampoos exhaust the scalp and 
set the oil glands to overworking. 
Cleanliness is a virtue, to be sure, but 
it is one that can be carried too far, 
for the scalp.can be kept clean and 
healthy by a shampoo every ten days 
or two weeks. The weekly shampoo is 
decidedly too frequent. 

There are good tonics that may be 
used in treating oily scalps, liquids 
with astringent properties that act in 
the same manner on the scalp as as- 
tringent lotions do on the face, that is, 
closing the pores and reducing them 
to their natural proportions. And, if 
we are afflicted with oily scalps, we 
can do our own bit of regulating our 
diet, just as we do to cure an oily 
skin, by avoiding fat, olly foods and 
sweets and starches. This answers a 
query from “Blonde”—and others.

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AD TRADE REVEALS 
A TURN FOR BETTER 


Steel Orders Expand, Copper 
Prices Rise and Freight 
Loadings Increase. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 
PRACTICALLY BALANCED 


Credit Easy, Due to Interest 
and Dividend Totals; Crop 
Conditions Good. 


New York, July 17 (Associated Press). 
Renewed optimism was injected into 
American business last week by such 
significant developments as expending 
orders for steel, improving prices for 
copper and further increases in freight 
loadings. On the whole, the week ap- 
peared to promise fulfilment of earlier 
predictions that commerce would take 
a turn for the better early in the sec- 
ond half. ' 

Increased resistance to gradually de- 
clining prices in steel lines attended 
the improvement in inquiry, coming 
largely from railroads, motor manufac- 
turers and consumers of structural prod- 
ucts. The first intimation of the in- 
creased buying came in the announce- 
ment of a small gain in unfilled orders 
booked by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration at the close of June. Inasmuch 
as a loss had been expected, the increase 
had a marked stimulating effect upon 
faith in the outlook for business as a 
whole. 

Freight traffic on Class 1 railroads 
for the first five months of the year 
reached the greatest aggregate of any 
similar period in history. Although 
June did not fare so well, average daily 
loadings held up well, so that the first 
half of the year probably compared very 
favorably with the corresponding six 
months of 1926. The fact that the 
figures recently have been ascending 
once more has, of course, contributed a 
more comfortable feeling to the general 
run of business in this country. 


Auto Trade Shows Little Change. 


The automobile trade showed little 
change from its position of the week 
before, continuing to feel the effects 
of the usual midsummer slump itn buy- 
ing and the disturbing influence of 
proposed new models. ‘Many of the 
manufacturers were concentrating their 
attention on fall production and sales 
campaigns. 

Although production of crude petro- 
leum fell off the decrease was slight 
and had limited effect upon oversup- 
ply. To be sure, the midsummer de- 
mand for gasoline was at its height, 
but the opening of new pools in the 
bothersome Seminole area held out 
little promise for immediate relief from 
the oil industry’s problem. The agree- 
ment to supervise production in the 
Oklahoma territory appeared to have 
arrived at nothing, and reports were 
rife that the efforts to solve the rid- 
dle in the Seminole were on the verge 
of collapse. 

Although observers were at variance 
upon the figures, they were in perfect 
accord that building permits were 
steadily declining. This affected the 
entire country. although the middle 
West and Pacific Coast showed greater 
recessions than the Atlantic seaboard. 


Foreign Trade Balances. 


An unique situation was presented in 
June when Federal estimates indicate 
that exports and imports practically 
balanced, the figures for each approxi- 
mating $359,000,000. A favorable bal- 
ance of nearly $240,000,000, however, 
was shown for the first six months, al- 
though exports were well under the 
figures for the same period of 1926. 
Crop conditions were reported fa- 
vorable, outlooks for wheat and cotton 
production being particularly good. As 
a@ consequence, companies serving agri- 
cultural communities were looking for- 
ward to an upward trend in their lines. 

Credit was easy all week, due to the 
presence of the unprecedented aggre- 
gate received by investors in interest 
and dividends. Bank clearings declined 
from the week before, but gained 
slightly over 1 per cent from the figure 
of the same week in 1926.

ACTIVE WEEK ON CURB 
DEVELOPS NEW LEADERS 


Market Sees Many New High 
Records; Trading Covers a 


Variety of Securities. 


New ‘York, July 17 (Associated Press). 
Wide fluctuations were numerous in 
the curb market last week, with the 


large majority of changes on the up 


side. Numerous new high records were 
established as pools brought forth 
merger and dividend rumors to support 
their favorites. Bullish enthusiasm on 
the “big board,” created by improve- 
ment in various lines of business, as 
well as easy money conditions and the 
large reinvestment demand, was un- 
doubtedly a factor in lifting prices of 
curb stocks. 

Trading spread over a wide variety 
of issues, and in addition to the re- 
cently popular shares, a number of new 
leaders were brought into prominence. 
Paper issues were in this category, as 
well as some of the oil shares and a 
few specialties which are ordinarily in- 
active. 

Celanese issues were strong through- 
out the week, and tobacco issues con- 
tinued to reflect the steadily increasing 
demand for cigarettes. Amusement 
shares, however, were inclined to 
lfeaviness, presumably in view of Fed- 
eral Trade Commission decision affect- 
ing the industry. 

Utilities Were generalfy quiet, with- 
out particular feature, while motors 
were inactive, with the exception of 
Ford of Canada, which moved rather 
violently in both directions. 

Electric refrigeration stocks were es- 
pecially heavy, Servel of Delaware fall- 
ing to a new low record of $1 a share. 
Servel bonds also were under heavy 
selling pressure. 

Ten new issues were admitted to 
trading privileges during the week, the 
list including $10,000,000 Carolina Light 
& Power Co. 5 per cent first and re- 
funding mortgage bonds; 100,000 shares 
of 7 per cent preferred stock of Straw- 
bridge & Clothier; 280,000 shares of 
Pittsburgh Screw & Bolt Corporation 
common, and 120,000 shares of Collins 
é& Aikman 7 per cent cumulative pre- 
ferred, the last named being heavily 
oversubscribed when offered and sell- 
ing at a substantial premium. 


Month Shows Drop 
In Wholesale Prices

The general level of wholesale prices 
in June was slightly lower than May 
figures and substantially lower than 
those of June, 1926, the Labor Depart- 
ment announced yesterday. The figure 
representing the index of all wholesale 
prices during last month was 143.7, for 
May it was 144.1 and for June, 1926, it 
was 152.3.

other 299 notes have been turned over 
to the Government for payment. 

In other cities the situation virtually 
is the same. Banks in New York, Phila- 
delphia; Chicago, Baltimore and other 
cities report that fewer than 1 per cent 
of the borrowers have renewed their 
notes. Ninety-nine out of every 1%0, 
knowing that the Government will pro- 
tect their interests, have made no step 
to repay the advance by the bank. 

Nearly $45,000,000 has been loaned by 
all the banks on bonus certificates. In 
most instances the banks were re- 
luctant, at first, to make the loans. 
basing their unwillingness on the 
smallness of the transaction, the viola- 
tion of established precedents against 
loans to nondepositors and other 
grounds. Indications now are that 
within the next six weeks or two 
months 95 per cent of the money lent 
by the banks will have been repaid by 
the Government. 

Thus the banks will be virtually out 
of the soldier bonus picture. In their 
place the Federal Government will be- 
come the creditor of every former serv- 
ice man who borrowed. The Govern- 
ment will charge him 6 per cent in- 
terest until the loan is repaid. If the 
loan is not repaid, principal and in- 
terest will be deducted from the final 
settlement eighteen years hence, or 
sooner, in the event of the insurance 
becoming due through the veteran’s 
death. 

By this arrangement, the Govern- 
ment will make money on a small scale. 
for it will receive 6 per cent interest 
on the loans, whereas it has to pay 
somewhat less than 4 per cent for the 
money borrowed to meet them. In the 
course of little more than eight years 
the interest on any loan will equal half 
of the loan itself. 


Government Is Secured. 


The Government is amply secured, 
however, aS each bonus certificate ac- 
cumulates increased value every year. 
Many of the veterams who borrowed, 
gay, $100 six months ago, could borrow 
from $110 to $125 on their certificates 
today. This apparently is not com- 
monly kne./n. The amount co the in- 
crement is dependent on several factors, 
including the age of the veteran and 
the amount of his certificate. 

In addition to bank loans there have 
been loans to the number of 275,000 
by the Veterans’ Burcau itself direct to 
forme: service men upon their bonus 
certificates. These loans began April 
1, last. Nearly 750,000 veterans, the 
records show, have borrowed money 
either from the banks or the Govern- 
ment, their total borrowings approxi- 
mating $67,000,000. 

The records also show that the great 
majority of the veterans are holding 
their certificates, however, as against 
750,000 borrowers there are nearly 
2,300,000 certificates outstanding 
against which no loans have been made. 
These certificates have a face value, 
upon maturity, averaging more than 
$1,000 each. 

Gen. Frank T. Hines, Director of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, has ordered a gen- 
eral speeding up of the work of repay- 
ing the banks amounts lent by them 
on soldier bonus certificates, but the 
large number of claims militate against 
quick repayment. Within the next few 
weeks, however, probably, more than 
$25,000,000 will flow out from the Fed- 
eral Treasury to banks all over the 
country in reimbursement of the loans.

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FARLY AWAKENING SEER 
FOR THE BOND MARKET 


Quotations on. Many Mort- 
gages at Highest Level of 
Month, Despite Dullness. 


SHORTS SUFFER LOSSES 


New York, July 17 (Associated 
Press).—While last week in the bond 
market, superficially, was one of the 
dullest of the year, a progressive under- 
current ran through the list, which 
many observers regard as foreshadow- 
ing an early awakening from the 
lethargy of the past two months. 
Prices of listed issues held firm, in the 
face of traders’ indifference, and quo- 
tations for many mortgages were at the 
highest levels of the month. 

Among recent new issues, high prices 
of which have tended to clog the mar- 
ket, some material concessions have 
been made by existing syndicates, while 
in various other cases, dissolution of 
the banking groups which had been 
supporting the figures, led to sharp re- 
cessions. This naturally has made at- 
tractive many of the new bonds and 
has resulted in a brisk business in the 
over-the-counter market, where a fair 
proportion of the July investment de- 
mand appeared to be finding its satis- 
faction. : 

Credit conditions were easy through- 
out the week, due largely to the pres- 
ence of the huge July reinvestment 
fund created by record breaking dis- 
bursements in dividends and interest. 
This condition, however, has exerted 
more influence on the stock market 
than on the trade in listed bonds, lead- 
ing to the assumption in some quarters 
that some of the money which usually 
flows to the mortgage houses has been 
placed in shares of high grade corpora- 
tions and railroads. 

Wall street commentators, as a rule, 
took an optimistic view of the present 
position of the market, predicting a 
period of firm prices and cheap money 
at least until crop moying time and 
the expanding of the seasonal demand 
for funds in commercial’ lines, some 
time in August, even the most cautious 
predict no serious slump, although dis- 
posed in some instances to believe that 
the movement for the remainder of this 
year will be more or less horizontal. 

The past few weeks have seen an un- 
usually large development of short in- 
terests in the bond trade, and in most 
instances some uncomfortable pinching 
has resulted. Operations of this order 
were based upon expectations of quick 
disbanding of supporting syndicates, ef- 
fecting sharp breaks in prices. Shorts 
in Goodyear 5s, a week or SO ago, eS- 
caped with little if any loss when the 
price rebounded after breaking on the 
termination of syndicate support, com- 
pelling sellers to cover at or near the 
original offering quotation. Shorts in 
Phillips Petroleum 54s, however, were 
badly beaten when the banking group 
failed to dissolve, and covering was 
made necessary at prices as much as 
half a point above the selling figure. 

Another significant exemplification of 
New York’s dominance as a financial 
market came to light during the week 
in the estimate of the amount of se- 
curities which London has been asked 
to absorb in the first half of the year. 
The amount of issues floated in this 
country in either of two months, Feb- 
ruary or June, exceeded the total flota- 
tions in England. While loans were be- 
ing underwritten here to the extent of 
more than $4,250,000,000, London was

000 in new securities. 

. New issues in prospect are not nu- 
merous or particularly formidable in 
volume. The projected loan to the Re- 
public of Colombia is still to come, and 
rumors of an advance to Brazil once 
more made their way about the finan- 
cial district. Further central European 
flotations are expected to follow the 
$30,000,000 issue last week of the Ger- 
man Central Bank for Agriculture. New 
Offerings during the week, while ex- 
ceeding those of the week before, were 
relatively small again, totaling around

POWERS OF DEMPSEY 


Former Titleholder| 1,500 Fans on Hand 


Must Box Is Gen- 


eral Opinion. 


Flynn’s Charge Will 
Resume Work in 


Ring Today. 


EW YORK, July 17 (A.P.).—Jack 

Dempsey’s short and frequent 

devastating hooks, fired with 
either fist, will be pitted against Jack 
Sharkey’s famous left jab and newly 
acquired right cross when these two 
rivals for the heavyweight title conten. 
Gership swap blows at the Yankee 
Stadium next Thursday night. 

At least a quarter of a million dollars 
will be at stake when the hooks and 
jabs begin to fly, for the winner is as- 
sured that sum for a championship 
fight with Gene Tunney in September 
in New York or Chicago. 


If Dempsey ts the victor, the 
figure probably will be substan- 
tially higher on the theory that a 
return battle between the former 
champion and his conqueror will 
draw a bigger “gate” than a Tun- 
ney-Sharkey encounter for _ the 
heavyweight crown. 


It has been four years since Dempsey 
displayed any of the vicious power in 
his blows that carried him to the top. 
The power in them was conspicuously 
lacking in his last engagement, against 
Tunney. It is just two months, how- 
ever, since Sharkey knocked out Jimmy 
Maloney in the most sensational ex- 
hibition of the Boston sailor’s career. 

The jab that befuddled Maloney on 
the night of May 19 and the right 
hand that put over the knockout wal- 
lop were as formidable weapons as any 
heavyweight has shown in the ringside 
since Dempsey’s short hooks put Luis 
Firpo on the floor nine times in less 
than two rounds. 


But on the basis of what they 
have shown in action within the 
past year, Sharkey’s position as the 
favorite, already fairly well estab- 
lished, seems clinched. 


The uncertain angle to this. other- 
wise apparently conclusive picture, 
however, is whether Dempsey, freed 
from legal and other restrains, has re- 
gained his old punch, or most of it, 
and enough of his old speed to back it 
up. Experts who have peered intently 
at the former champion disagree on 
just how much of it he has regained. 

Some say there is a frequent flash 
of the “Dempsey of Toledo” that felled 
Willard. 

Others contend that loss of speed 
afoot and accuracy have taken the ef- 
fectiveness from Dempsey’s blows. 
These critics see in him the same un- 
certain battler who gamely, but ineffec- 
tually, floundered through ten rounds 
in the rain at Philadelphia last Sep- 
tember against Tunney. 


Dempsey and 
Leo P. Fiynn, 


his new *manager, 
appear convinced, 
even if some of the assembled 
critics are not, that the ex-cham- 


pion has regained his wallop. 


With the fight only a few days off 
Fiynn regards footwork and defense as 
Dempsey's final training aims and has

Bostonian Fails to Ex-

EW YORK, July 17 (A.P.).—More 
than 1,500 persons crowded into 
the Madison Square Garden gym- 
nasium today to see Jack Sharkey 
swap punches with his sparring part- 
ners in nearing the final lap of his 
training siege for next Thursday’s fight 
with Jack Dempsey. 

The Sharkey exhibition was no more 
than ordinary, in so far as thrills for the 
crowd were involved. There was noth- 
ing bordering a knockout, none of the 
Sharkey conditioning staff sneaked 
ecross a damaging blow, and the big 
Boston boy himself did not tear sav- 
agely into his opponents with any ap- 
parent effort to conclude the _  skir- 
mishes. 


The Bostonian’s handlers evi- 
dently were well satisfied with the 
workout, which included five rounds 
of boxing, two rounds of rope 
skipping and three rounds with the 
light bag. Earlier in the day Shar- 
key had sped 3 miles through Cen- 
tral Park. The Sharkey camp pro- 
nounces the former gob fit for the 
test of his boxing career. 


Some of the boxing game's devout 
followers feel that Dempsey’s big chance 
is to start slugging from the first bell 
and try to get Sharkey to mix things 
at close quarters. The same group is 
unwilling to concede the former cham- 
pion much if the contest goes neyond 
the sixth round, believing that youth 
and condition, as exemplified by Shar- 
key, is bound to tell over the cham- 
pionship distance of fifteen rounds.

DETECTIVES QUESTION 
PERSONS AT SERVICES 


Search for Typewriter Inten- 
sified Following Identifica- 
.. tion as Underwood. 


Fear that their homes and barns 
would be burned is restraining the 
people of Montgomery County from 
supplying authorities with information 
which would solve the sunrise murder 
of Edward L. Mills, wealthy Rockville 
farmer, the Rev. H. H. Nicoll, pastor of 
Travilah Baptist Church and apiritual 
leader of the slain man, declared in his 
sermon yesterday. 

While interest in the slaying was con- 


centrated largely at the church, where 
investigators questioned Many persons 
attending the services after the pastor's 
exhortation, the first definite step in 
the identification of the typewriter used 
in writing the unsigned confession 
which was pinned to the slain man’s 
ehirt was made. George Thatcher, of 
Washington, foreman of the Under- 
wood Typewriter Repair Shop, after 
tudying photostatic copies of the “con- 
fession,” declared it was written on a 
machine manufactured by the Under- 
wood Co. and that it was either of the 
No, 4 or 5 type. 


Pastor Says People Are Afraid. 


He said it was a standard machine, 
apparently very old, and tha tthe roller 
was badly worn. Following this iden- 
tification the many persons investigat- 
ing the slaying intensified their search 
for the machine. 

“Through fear of being ‘bumped off’ 
or having their houses or property 
burned, some people in this county are 
keeping still tongues when just a little 
more information given to the authori- 
ties would bring the sunrise assassin 
to justice,” Mr. Nicoll declared in his 
sermon in which he stated that even 
he had been suspected in the murder. 

“Would you rather have your houses 
burned now or burn yourselves here- 
after? I charge every one of you with 
respect for law and authority. 

“Tl call on every decent man and 
woman to aid the authorities investl- 
gating this case and to help wipe from 
Montgomery County’s fair name the 
ugly blot of an unsolved murder coms 
mitted in broad daylight by a cruel 
aésassin.” 

The clergyman opened his sermon by 
declaring that “my name has been 
bandied about in connection with the 
slaying.” He said there was a “deep- 
laid and diabolical plot on some days 
ago to lay suspicion on me” and that 
he was acquainted with the “plot and 
those who plotted it.” 


Many Questioned at Church, 


“The whole business is a wilful and 
mMaiscious lie without an iota of proof,” 
declared Mr. Nicoll, “and those who 
spread it are unmitigated liars. 

“It has been stated that I have no 
right to take any part in this affair. 
I have a right to take such a part as 
pastor of a flock in a community in 
which a@ murderer and assassin is at 
large.” 

While Mrs. Mills and other members 
of the family of the slain man did not 
attend the services, virtually all of the 
investigators now working on the case 
did, and they took advantage of the 
assembling of many residents of the 
community to pursue their investiga- 
tion. Former Deputy Sheriff Stanley 
Gingell, special investigator for the 
Mills family; Raymond Kennedy, Balti- 
more private detective, and two State 
policemen did the questioning.

VETERANS BUREAU PLANS 
INGREASE IN PEROONNEL 


250 Additional Workers May 
Be Required to Convert 
Insurance Policies. 


JOBS TO BE TEMPORARY 


A last-minute flood of applications 
from service men seeking to have their 
war-time insurance policies converted, 
will result in the addition of a large 
block of clerks to the Veterans’ Bureau 
personnel, increasing the size of the 
present night shift, Adelbert D. Hiller, 
assistant to Director Frank T. Hine, an- 
nounced last night. 

The additional workers will be se- 
lected entirely from civil service lists, 
according to the assistant director, 
who declared himself unable to esti- 
mate the total number to be added. 
Estimates from other sources, however, 
placed the number as high as 250. 
Increase in personnel will be con- 
fined to the finance division of the ad- 
judication service, it was made known, 
where applications for converted polli- 
cles have continued to pile up despite 
the fact that July 2 was originally fixed 
as the dead line. The assistant director 
made clear that the new clerks will be 
given a temporary status only, and re- 
leased as soon as work of the division 
is brought up to date. 

He indicated there is a possibility 
that employment of the additional 
clerks may result in revocation of the 
“no summer vacation rule.” 

The permanent clerical force has 
been obliged often to work overtime 
without extra pay.

“Things are different—the attitude 
and relationship of the young today is 
not what it used to be—but somehow— 
when I think of parenthood, I fecl 
that the world is safe.”” We need not 
fear, for the ‘flapper’ of today will be- 
come the mother of tomorrow and, like 
the mothers of years gone by, she will 
still be seen teaching childhood lips 
to repeat the same simple prayers that 
meant so much in moulding the char- 
acter of past generations,” he added.

LITTLE THEATER 


“Polikushka,” Tolstoi’s poignant 
story, dramatized by the Moscow Art 
Theater, with Ivan Moskine in the lead- 
ing role, is the movie on view at the 
Little Theater this week. 

A strange, drab-colored: sort of 
thing, this story, full of the sentiment 
of the inevitable tragedy of life, so 
typical of Russian literature and so at 
variance with our own native optimism. 
The scene of the play is Russia of the 
early nineteenth century, when the old 
feudal laws concerning serfdom were 
in force. Ivan Moskine gives the child- 
like character of Polikushka, one of the 
serfs, a truly living touch, and the other 
roles, all essayed by Russians, are han- 
died with that. great conception of 
natural acting which the Moscow Art 
Theater has fostered.
